It Is proper that tho law against 


concealed weapons should be enforced 
against foreigners with strictness and 


. even, severity. Foreigners are either not 


familiar Avitli our laws and customs, or 
they are very careless of them ja the 
matter of blood-lettiug. We are prone 
to speak ot the failure ol justice in 
our ^ountr.Vj yet it is possible that tho 
laws against homicJcte are loss atrlcLly 
enforced in other nations than hcfe. 
While wo dn not always convict mur- 
derers 'hero, we alwaya try them. In 
some foreign countries, there are few- 
er trials, but usually more convictions. 
"\\lien they do try a murderer, they 
don't waste any time over tho Job. 


But while tho law against currying 


conceule'l deadly weapons should be 


. 
enforced as at present againb"- foreign 
residents because of their pronenoss 
to engage in bloody and deadly quar- 
rel, H should also bo enforced against 
tho American citizen as fully and as 
freely. It's a poor law that Is not 
capable of general enforcement and is 
not made for universal application. 


We "aro permitted to carry dcfidly 


woapons If wo think our lives are in 
danger, but we have no rlffht to con- 
coal thorn. 
The law is sufficient to 


protect anybody In tho ordinary course 
of events, and will certainly do so If 
H is impartially enforced.

Ill the jear 1835 coal was fli'st dis- 


covered in the Monongahela 
valley 


pear the present towu ot Frederick- 
town. 
Up until this time coal was 


mot known to exist in this part ot 
the country, consequently wood and 
charcoal were the 
only tuols used 


for heating and smelting purposes. 
The three furnaces in Fayett-D coun 
ty had to depend entirely on char- 
coal, which was consumed ta great 
quantities, and It was clearly appar- 
ent that something must take the 
placo of charcoal, as too great de- 
mands wore being made npou It for 
fuel purposes. Someone finally struck 
upon the Idea, alter coal ftns discov- 
ered, of burning the coal in open kilns 
and burning the refuse. 
This idea 


•was scouted at by everyone as fanati- 
cal, as it was hard to see why any 
heat could be extracted from ashes 
and cinders left after burning tho 
coal. 
It was 
subsequently 
proven 


that there was a great deal vjf heat 
in this lofiise, and that H ooitld bo 
used advantageously Cor smelung pur- 
pose s. Tho price ot coko thus made 
was very high at this time ulthough 
the demand induced a number of par- 
ties Into making coke cxtensucly on 
this principal. 
As tho demand for 


.CQkii increased, now ways were cxpei- 
dmented on for aiaklng coke without 
«o lauch loss In burning. Eventually 
tlie beehive oven 
was 
constructed 


•whliih gave entire satisfaction, and 
•which is still the most common way 
of making coke. 
Of later years a 


Sreat many experimental ovens have 
"been erected, being oe a rectangulai 
form, from which the coko Is extracted 
by means of a hydiaulic rain. These 
teeliive ovens were very expensive to 
erect, and very few people, In tho 
«arly days of coke ir-aklng, cauld af 
ford to go in tho business; conse- 


1 quently the manuUu-turo of coko •u 


commed to a vory limited area. Trai 
portatlon faclliUcs were limited, and 
had a great deal to do with the slow 
devnlQprnent of coke nianutacture. 
the first coke shipped by water was 


loaded on a barge at Dawson. in 1843, 
by Mr. Cochran, the real rather of the 
Councils-vine coke industry. Tills coke 
•was taken down tho river to Cincin- 
nati, -where Mr, Cochian fina'ly pre- 
vailed upontOno of tho large Iron man- 
«fac turers to accept tho coke gratis, 
and make a test.

The balance of Mr. Cochian's cargo 
was purchased at a fair price, and the 
Iron manufacturer told Mr. Cochian 
to ro home and make all the coke ne 
couUI. 


F.-om JS-H to 1SSO a great many ov- 


ens were erected in this part ot Fay- 
ette county and Westmoreland county, 
but owing to n-auspottation facilities 
oth'ir than the Youghlogheny and MO- 
HOD gahela rivers, coke was not ship- 
ped in any great quantities. The coal 
found in Westmoreland and the upper 
pan. of Fayette counties, known as the 
Connellsville Basin, was acknowledged 
to be the best coal tor coking pur- 
posos in the world, and has gained 
a world wide reputation. 


Of recent years the extensive im- 


provements In iron and steel indus- 
tries has made such a drain on the 
upper Connellsville coke that it was 
cleiu*ly seen that something must be 
found to take its place, and develop- 
ment started eolith of Conuellsville 
extimdinfi to Smlthfleld and over to 
the Monongahela on the west.

region is now known by everyone as 
the Klondike Region. The H. C. Frick 
Cole Company and the Eureka Fuel 
Company, secured large holdings long 
before there was any means of t'-ans- 
poruitlon.
